Court Told the 
Omnibus Bill 
Violates Law

LITTLE ROCK (AP)—Attorney 


Eugene Warren told the Arkansas 
Supreme Court today that Gov. 
Orval E. Fmibus' $14.5 million 
omnibus construction law violates 
Hit; Arkansas constitution on five 
founts. 


This was disputed by Chief As- 


sistant Ally. Gen. Jack Holt Jr.. 
and William J. Smith. Faubus' per- 
sonal lawyer and author of the 
law, who followed Warren in argu- 
ments to the court. 


They said (lie law is valid and 


urged the court to affirm Pulaski 
Chancellor Guy E. Williams. 


Williams said the act is consli- 


tuional because it appropriates 
only surplus funds. 


Warren, in his brat argument 


Dcforc the Supreme Court, said 
the law failed to meet constitution- 
al requirements because it: 


1. Appropriates for more than 


one subject; 2. delegates legisla- 
tive power; 3. fails to make speci- 
fic appropriations; 4. diverts re- 
venue levied for one purpose to 
another purpose, and 5. diverts 
money from the public school fund 
to other funds., , 


Warren said an $f!00,000 appro- 


priation for (he University Medi- 
cal Center was- the most glaring 
example of delegated authority. 


He said the bill gives the Stale 


Construction Board power to de- 
cide whether the center needs' the 
money. 


"This bill makes l!3 separate and 


different appropriations," Warren 
said." Why'didn't the Legislature 
just pass 33 separate bills? The 
only reason 1 can think is that 33 
separate bills might have been 
hard to pass." 


Arguments that the bill is legal 


because it only concerns surplus 
funds, Warren said, "even surplus 
funds are subject to the plain 
wording of the constitution about 
appropriations being for one sl> 
jcct only."

ing, the statement said. "This 
may force the Soviet Union to 
resume testing of nuclear and 
hydrogen bombs."
